REPORTS FROM WINDSOR

Interesting comment on these figures is made by Mr. Patrick 
Nicholson, Ottawa correspondent of Thomson newspapers, who 
takes them to mean that the average Canadian family spent $211 
on liquor during the year; the average Canadian adult $89. 
Roughly half of this went to federal and provincial governments 
in the form tax revenue, 


Adyocates of public ownership may note that a case of Scotch 
whisky, costing an average of $12.08 at the distillery, is sold to 
Canadian consumers at an average price of $63. 

Foolish liquor laws are costing Canadian taxpayers a lot of mo- 
ey, Example in Ontario, which this year will have a prison bill 
of $11 million (against $1.6 million in 1943) and a prison popu- 
lation representing one in every 113 of the province's population. 
Vast mapority of these committals, according to the Attorney- 
General's Department, are for liquor offenses.
